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WEST INDIES. 

Report from Port of Spain, Trinidad — Yellow-fever case. 

Consul Handley reports, February 6, as follows: 

One case of yellow fever appeared in this town on the 4th instant, 
and the patient died the following morning-. He arrived here a 
month ago. He was taken ill 5 days before his death. The origin 
of the infection has not been determined. All sanitary precautions 
have been taken by the authorities, and the contacts have been segre- 
gated and are under medical observation.

Total number of deaths, 219, including diphtheria 
5, enteric fever 1, measles 10, whooping cough 2, and 43 from 
tuberculosis. 

Bahamas — Dunnwre Town. — Two weeks ended February 9, 1907. 
Estimated population, 1,232. No deaths reported. 

Governors Harbor. — Week ended February 9, 1907. Estimated 
population, 1,500. No deaths reported. 

Nassau. — Two weeks ended February 9, 1907. Estimated population, 
12,656. No deaths reported. 

Brazil — Oeara. — Month of December, 1906. Estimated popula- 
tion, 50,000. Total number of deaths, 74, including 14 from whoop- 
ing cough. 

Pernambuco. — Two weeks ended January 15, 1907. Estimated 
population, 210,000. Total number of deaths, 257, including plague 
1, smallpox 68, and 42 from tuberculosis. 

British Guiana — Demerara, Georgetown. — Five weeks ended 
December 29, 1906. Estimated population, 36,567. Total number 
of deaths, 262, including diphthei*ia 1 and 34 from tuberculosis. 
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Canada — British Columbia, Victoria. — Year ended December 31, 
1906. Estimated population, 24,000. Total number of deaths from 
all causes 246, corresponding to an annual death rate of 10.29 per 1,000 
population, including enteric fever 6, scarlet fever 1, and 23 from 
tuberculosis. Month of January, 1907. Total number of deaths, 29, 
including 3 from tuberculosis. 

France — Rovbaix. — Month of January, 1907. Estimated popula- 
tion, 124,660. Total number of deaths not reported. One death 
from diphtheria, 1 from enteric fever, 3 from measles, and 2 from 
whooping cough reported during the month. 

Great Britain — England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 76 
great towns in England and Wales during the week ended February 
2, 1907, correspond to an annual rate of 19.8 per 1,000 of population, 
which is estimated at 16,024,458. 

London. — One thousand eight hundred and ninety-five deaths were 
registered during the week, including measles 20, scarlet fever 8, diph- 
theria 21, enteric fever 8, whooping cough 51, and 17 from diarrhea. 
The deaths from all causes correspond to an annual rate of 20.8 per 
1,000. In Greater London 2,677 deaths were registered. In the 
" outer ring " the deaths included 6 from diphtheria, 2 from measles, 7 
from whooping cough, and 2 from scarlet fever. 

Ireland. — The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended February 2, 1907, in the 21 principal 
town districts of Ireland was 22.5 per 1,000 of the population, which 
is estimated at 1,117,547. The lowest rate was recorded in Tralee, 
viz, 5.3, and the highest in Lurgan, viz, 48.7 per 1,000. In Dublin 
and suburbs 193 deaths were registered, including whooping cough 
2, and 36 from tuberculosis. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended February 2, 1907, correspond to an annual rate of 20.5 
per 1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,812,171. The 
lowest rate of mortality was recorded in Greenock, viz, 13.9, and the 
highest in Paisley, viz, 24.7 per 1,000. The aggregate number of 
deaths registered from all causes was 712, including diphtheria 10, 
enteric fever 5, scarlet fever 1, measles 9, and 21 from whooping 
cough. 

Hawaii — Honolulu. — Month of January, 1907. Estimated popula- 
tion, 39,306. Total number of deaths reported, 106, including measles 
1, and 14 from tuberculosis. 

Jamaica — Kingston. — Month of January, 1907. Estimated popula- 
tion, 52,065. Total number of deaths, 297. including enteric fever 3, 
and 8 from phthisis pulmonalis. 

St. Thomas. — Three weeks ended February 1, 1907. Estimated pop- 
ulation, 11,012. Total number of deaths, 25, including 4 from tuber- 
culosis. 
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Japan — Nagasaki. — Twenty days ended January 10, 1907. Esti- 
mated population, 163,324. Total number of deaths not reported. 
Two deaths from diphtheria reported. 

Java — Batavia. — Two weeks ended January 12, 1907. Estimated 
population, 160,000. Total number of deaths not reported. No deaths 
from contagious diseases reported. 

kSPAiN — Barcelona. — Ten days ended January 31, 1907. Estimated 
population, 650,000. . Total number of deaths, 395, including diph- 
theria 3, enteric fever 2, measles 1, scarlet fever 1, smallpox 6, whoop- 
ing cough 2, and 34 from tuberculosis.
